MACCLESFIELD SPARRING TOURNAMENT. 


Tis inland manufacturing town, as regards matters pugilistic, has had its 
sombre denizens on the qui vive for the last week by an announcement that on 
Friday last, the 23rd inst., a sparring entertainment would take place at th 
house of Mr. R. C. Hudson, the No. 80 Vaults, Macclesfleld. The names of 
the world-renowned Jem Mace, together with Wormald, Jack Hicks's big ‘un, 
were laid down on the placards as the artistes, and on the evening in ques- 
tion, long before the appointed hour (eight o'clock) the neat little hall was 
quite crowded. The proceedings were opened by a few bouts between F. 
Edwards and J, Cobb, two local provincials, whose performances were indeed 
highly creditable, and was highly eulogised by the champion. The elegant 
and costly trophies of the champion were here exhibited to a delighted and 
most respectable audience, and much admiration was pepmeped as each 
splendid goblet was explained by the M.O., especially the Windham trophy, 
which elicited great delight, as it passed round the assembly. Mace and Wor 
mald here stepped into the roped arena, and gave four splendid bouts, much 
delighting the spectators by the art being shown to perfection, which brought 
down great applause. A second performance was gone throngh during the 
evening, large numbers not being able to obtain admission at the first enter. 
tainment. The champion left the town late in the evening, en rowe for Liver- 
pool, and was loudly cheered by the large concourse of people w.o had 
assembled to witness the departure.

expressing sympathy—we allude to Mr. H. Holt, the representative of 
Bell's Life. Although the greatest martyr of the whole, he must not 
step before the public and reecive a benefit in the approved style of 
the present day. The journalist is, and should be, strictly anonymous, 
and cannot come forth from his privacy to claim a revognition of his 
services. It is therefore proposed to present Mr. Holt with some 
, suitable testimonial, whereby sympathy can be expressed for the perse- 
‘ ention he has undergone, and atthe same timo whereby his merits as 


# journalist and his high and independent character in private lifo-may- 


. be recognised. . We feel a pleasure in assisting in this good work, and 
shall do our utmost to awaken all the interest the matter deserves. 
‘We have again to assert that Mr. Holt has. been a martyr 
to the culpable conduct of others, and has suffered for acts 
of which he was not guilty. As a servant of the public, asa re- 
presentative of a first-class journal engaged in chronicling ono of the 
events of the day,.he has been seized and thrown into a prison for the 
space of ten days. Surely such a man deserves something from the 
public he was serving, and therefore we appeal to that public to 
advance and mark its indignation at the un-English treatment he has 
received in Oxfordshire at the hands of its most sapient justices.

THE CRICKET SEASON OF 1863. 
THE GREAT SCORING OF MR. E. M. GRACE. 
(Wrirren Exrressty For tae “Intustratep Srorrine News.") 

The greatest scorer in 1863 has undoubtedly been the gentleman whose name 
forms the introduction to this article, and whose performances with the bat I 
am now abouttorecord, Perhaps there is no gentleman in England who loves the 
game better than Mr. Grace; certainly thera are none who play more—not a 
day passing scarcely, from the commencement of the season in till its 
termination in September, upon which he is not out “ cricketing.” Glonces- 
tershire has truly great reason to be proud of her ‘crack’ batsman—he js the 
mainstay of the county, a whole host in himself; and I can safely say that no 
man (not even excepting the renowned Mr. Ward or “ Good old Alfred Wynn") 
ever attracted more respect in the cricket-field. No man has more’cause to be 
indebted to Mr. Grace than I have, and it would, therefore, ill-become mg, as 
was insinuated a fortnight back by a “ Northern Cricketer,” to-endeavour to 
dispraise the merits of a gentleman player on the ground that “I am a profes- 
sional.” ‘Northern Cricketer” misjudged me entirely in supposing that I 
could be actuated by so paltry a feeling.

T have now given a fall and complete record of Mr. Grace's batting perfor- 
mances during the past season, and I will now endeavour to proye that he 
has not so good a defence as “Northern Cricketer” imagines. From the lst 
of matches furnished it will be scen that only on a very few occasions, speak- 
ing comparatively, has Mr. Grace had to stand against recognised good bo w- 
ling—Jackson's, Shirn’s, Tarrant's, Wilsher's, Tinley's, Grundy’s, Tom, Sewell's, 
&c., for instance, and it will be noticed that on most of those cecasions when he 
has had to bat against such bowlers as these, that he has scarcely ever reached 
more. than a very ereineey score, Moatof-hig great scures have bees eb- 
tained in what may strictly be termed weak elevens. There are exceptions 
to this of courae, but these make the rule. For instance, it was only against 
South Wilts that he obtained 163; {¢ was only against the gentlemen of West 
Kent that he scored 108; it waa only against Devonshire that he obtained 192; 
and only ggainst the Berkeley Club that he made 145.. These are only a few 
instances I could give if necessary, but as my space is Hmited I beg to refer my 
readers to the list of matches [ have given. On examining that list {t will also 
ba observed that In almost every instance where Tarrant, or Tinley, or Jack- 
son, or Wilsher, or Wooton, or Sewell, or Caffyn have bowled against him hig 
scores have been correspondingly small, and this fact, I think, alone proves 
my argument that Mr, Grace has not a first-class defence, and that because he 
has obtained a larger number of runs than any other men in England, must 
not be taken as a proof that he has as safe a defence as Richard Daft, or any 
other of the coterie named, It is well known to professional cricketers that 
Mr, Grace has but a poor defence compared to other first-rate batsmen. A 
good deal of his play is chance play, and no man who does not play as it were 
by rule ean be considered a finished batsman. 

“1 don’t know how to set.out the field for him,” said Jemmy Grandy one 
day, and Jommy spoke the truth; he was in a fix, as mahy another man 
has been, ‘When ever players like Parr, Hayward, Mortlock, Caffyn, 
Cesar, &,, come down to the wicket, every man in the fleld knows his place 
at once, because he is woll aware that if a certain ball is sent by the bowler. it 
will be but in -« certain spot This is not the case with Mr. Grace. Has 
“ Northern Cricketer" seen him bat? Ifnot, I willtell him a secret. Mr. Grace 
has actually been known to make & smashing on-drive' from an off-ball, and 
when a man does that he can't be considered to play cricket, at least, real crickot.

Mat Harpy anp ALF M’Lanen, For £200,—Bell's Life in Victoria of Aug. 1 con- 
tains an account of afight between these men. Mat Hardy was born in South 
Staffordshire, is about thirty-four years of age, and stands 5 ft.

SALE OF JEM MACE'S CIRCUS. 


Jes Mace's * Great National Circus” was brought to the hammer on Thurs- 
day, tho 22nd inst, at Manchester. The Circus was pitched on a piece of 
vacant land in Aytoun-streéty Portland-street, and the sale took place upon the 
“premises.” Eleven o'clock was the time appointed for the sale, but long 
before that hour animmense crowd (in which the roughs had preponderance) 
had collected round the Circus, Shortly after the appointed time Mace made 
his appearance, accompanied by his trainer, Alf Milner (of Sheiiieid), Joe Wor- 
mald (Hick’s Big-‘un), and Jem Myers, and all the party of course came in for 
their full share of gape seed, Mace being the principal attraction. Imme- 
diately upon their entering the Circus the crowd made a rush after them, in- 
stantly filling the Circus in every part. The auctioneer, Mr W. D. Fullalove, 
immediately proceeded)to offer the varlous lotafor competition. The draught 
horses (about eleven in number) realised various ‘prices ranging from £1 12s, 
to £8 10a, Two performing ponies were sold for £26 and £13 108, The ring horses 
fetched trom £12 to £31 9s., ong of them being bought in by: Muce at £17. A 
brown horse, called Clipper, was knocked down to Sam Hurst (ex-cliuampion), 
after some keen competition, at £11 5s. Tha waggons were disposed of at 
very low prices, the carriage in which Jom)resided “tas happy, as aking" (to 
use his own words), being nf baie of Yor £6 103.. The tent, ninety feet in 
diameter, sald to have originally cost £200, was sold for 42 gs. the purchaser 
being Mr. James Hayes, of Penny Circus celebrity, . Mr, Hayes pronented a 
perfect beau ideal of a showman, his jack boots and peculiar hat (which looked 
as if they had seen better days); and the remainder of his dress made the pic- 
ture complete. The words, “only one penny,” involuntarily rose to our lips.
